Many  florists  are  of  the  belief  that  these  can  be  forced 
rapidly  like  Giganteums ; this  is,  however,  not  so.  They  should 
be  grown  more  cool  and  be  given  a greater  length  of  time  in 
which  to  flower.

bring  them  in  normally  about  November  15th  and  place  them 
in  a cool  house — a carnation  house  temperature  suits  them 
best — allowing  them  to  come  into  growth  and  flower  slowly;
